"With thousands of people 
being killed by drunk drivers 
each year, we feel the findings 
an exciting and important." 

Dr. NoskowlK and Dr. 
Marcelline Burns performed 
two lab experiments on human

ounces of SO proof liquor. 

Some of Ihe volunteers then 
were given three or four cups ol 
coffee whde others were fed u 
beverage disguised as coffee.
